15, deadline to prevent another coal 
strike. 


He said he was 
confident his 
committee would wrile a bill to 
accomplish this objective. 
He also said he was confidenl il 


would approve a bill that could be 
enacted over presidential velo, "if 
thai is necessary." 


Hartley's an'nouncemenl came as 
the Senate Labor committee heard 
industry witnesses ask ior legisla- 
tion to outlaw secondary boycotts, 
Ihe closed shop and industry-wide 
collective bargaining. Bills to in- 
voke such bans are being consider- 
ed by the committee. 
Hartley 
said 
h i s 
committee 


would open its hearings wilh testi- 
mony from House, members 
who 


have introduced amendments 
to 
the Wagner Labor Relations Act. 
He said the first witnesses would

He added 
"public reaction againsl lasl year's 
strikes x x x has had a sobering 
effect on the behavior of organized 
labor." 


Wolman, chairman of the Nation- 
al Labor Advisory Board in the 
days of Ihe NRA, urged revision of 
the \Vagner Act with a view to 
checking "the rise of labor mono- 
poly."

The most favorable time to re- 


duce a congenital (present before 
birth) dislocated hip is the period 
between the second and 
eighth 


years of age. After this time it is 
practically impossible to 
replace 
the hip in the socket. 


When a child is born with a dis- 


located hip, the difficulty is not de- 
tected at birth, for it gives 
no 


trouble until the child begins 
to 
bear weight on it. The head of the 
femur (thigh bone is pushed up- 
ward and backward over the side 
of the pelvic bone, because the soc- 
ket in which it is supposed to fit 
did not develop properly. 


Hip trouble which develops be- 


fore birth is most apt to occur in 
girls and to affect the left hip. The 
cause of this condition is unknown, 
although heredity apparently is a 
factor. 


A child with a congenitally dis- 
located hip limps if the head of the 
bone is out on one side, or waddles 
if it has slipped out on both sides. 
The child does not complain of pain 
because the dislocation 
develops 


gradually, but X-ray examination 
will disclose its presence. 
Treatment consists of administer- 


ing an anaesthetic and manipula- 
ting the bone until the head of the 
femur reaches its proper position. 
Prior to this the shortened muscles 
may be stretched by applying trac- 
tion. It is not difficult to replace 
the head of the .bone, but it is a 
problem to hold it in the proper 
position. 


A child with a congenitally dis- 


located hip is required'to wear -a 
plaster cast for six to 18 months, 
.o permit the stretched structures 
.o regain their normal relations and 
to allow the head of the femur to 
assist in molding the socket by ex- 
erting pressure on the 
growing 
bone. 


Prompt Attention Needed 
If the hip comes out after the 


cast is removed, it may be neces- 
sary to perform an operation and 
reconstruct a new socket 
which 


will hold the head of the bone so 
that it does not move backward and 
upward. 


When a congenitally 
dislocated 
hip is not treated in childhood, the 
joint may be stiffened later. 


Congenital deformities of 
the 
hip in childhood should 
receive 


prompt attention, for in most cas- 
es it is possible to correct the dif- 
ficulty.

The most favorable time to re- 


duce a congenital (present before 
birth) dislocated hip is the period 
between the second and 
eighth 


years of age. After this time it is 
practically impossible to 
replace 
the hip in the socket. 


When a child is born with a dis- 


located hip, the difficulty is not de- 
tected at birth, for it gives 
no 


trouble until the child begins 
to 
bear weight on it. The head of the 
femur (thigh bone is pushed up- 
ward and backward over the side 
of the pelvic bone, because the soc- 
ket in which it is supposed to fit 
did not develop properly. 


Hip trouble which develops be- 


fore birth is most apt to occur in 
girls and to affect the left hip. The 
cause of this condition is unknown, 
although heredity apparently is a 
factor. 


A child with a congenitally dis- 
located hip limps if the head of the 
bone is out on one side, or waddles 
if it has slipped out on both sides. 
The child does not complain of pain 
because the dislocation 
develops 


gradually, but X-ray examination 
will disclose its presence. 
Treatment consists of administer- 


ing an anaesthetic and manipula- 
ting the bone until the head of the 
femur reaches its proper position. 
Prior to this the shortened muscles 
may be stretched by applying trac- 
tion. It is not difficult to replace 
the head of the .bone, but it is a 
problem to hold it in the proper 
position. 


A child with a congenitally dis- 


located hip is required'to wear -a 
plaster cast for six to 18 months, 
.o permit the stretched structures 
.o regain their normal relations and 
to allow the head of the femur to 
assist in molding the socket by ex- 
erting pressure on the 
growing 
bone. 


Prompt Attention Needed 
If the hip comes out after the 


cast is removed, it may be neces- 
sary to perform an operation and 
reconstruct a new socket 
which 


will hold the head of the bone so 
that it does not move backward and 
upward. 


When a congenitally 
dislocated 
hip is not treated in childhood, the 
joint may be stiffened later. 


Congenital deformities of 
the 
hip in childhood should 
receive 


prompt attention, for in most cas- 
es it is possible to correct the dif- 
ficulty.

The most favorable time to re- 


duce a congenital (present before 
birth) dislocated hip is the period 
between the second and 
eighth 


years of age. After this time it is 
practically impossible to 
replace 
the hip in the socket. 


When a child is born with a dis- 


located hip, the difficulty is not de- 
tected at birth, for it gives 
no 


trouble until the child begins 
to 
bear weight on it. The head of the 
femur (thigh bone is pushed up- 
ward and backward over the side 
of the pelvic bone, because the soc- 
ket in which it is supposed to fit 
did not develop properly. 


Hip trouble which develops be- 


fore birth is most apt to occur in 
girls and to affect the left hip. The 
cause of this condition is unknown, 
although heredity apparently is a 
factor. 


A child with a congenitally dis- 
located hip limps if the head of the 
bone is out on one side, or waddles 
if it has slipped out on both sides. 
The child does not complain of pain 
because the dislocation 
develops 


gradually, but X-ray examination 
will disclose its presence. 
Treatment consists of administer- 


ing an anaesthetic and manipula- 
ting the bone until the head of the 
femur reaches its proper position. 
Prior to this the shortened muscles 
may be stretched by applying trac- 
tion. It is not difficult to replace 
the head of the .bone, but it is a 
problem to hold it in the proper 
position. 


A child with a congenitally dis- 


located hip is required'to wear -a 
plaster cast for six to 18 months, 
.o permit the stretched structures 
.o regain their normal relations and 
to allow the head of the femur to 
assist in molding the socket by ex- 
erting pressure on the 
growing 
bone. 


Prompt Attention Needed 
If the hip comes out after the 


cast is removed, it may be neces- 
sary to perform an operation and 
reconstruct a new socket 
which 


will hold the head of the bone so 
that it does not move backward and 
upward. 


When a congenitally 
dislocated 
hip is not treated in childhood, the 
joint may be stiffened later. 


Congenital deformities of 
the 
hip in childhood should 
receive 


prompt attention, for in most cas- 
es it is possible to correct the dif- 
ficulty.

Kale Is One 
Solution to 
Meal Planning 


One solution to the meal plan- 
ning problem 
facing 
Hempstead 
county homemakers during these 
winter months is kale, says Mary 
Dixon, home demonstration agent. 


Kale is on excellent source of 
Vitamin A, ranking next to car- 
rots in this food element. Vitamin 
A promotes growth in the young, 
is valuable for good eyesight and 
protects the lining of the nose and 
throat. 


In preparing kale more 
food 
value will be retained if the greens 
are cooked in just enough boiling 
salted water to prevent sticking and 
.lust long enough for the leaves to 
be tender. Cooking kale for only a 
short time saves vitamin C and 
minerals, Miss Dixon explains. 
Another quick cooking method 
is to pan kale in a little melted fat, 
steaming the leaves in a flat, cov- 
ered pan until tender. 


If the midribs of the kale leaves 
are tough and heavy, they should 
be stripped out before cooking, she 
suggests.
